T H E CRUISER GHABLESTOIK. 


\VI m o ii’ s R eport R eg a rd in g the 
D am aged D eck-bcauis 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 15.— The 
Secre'ary of the Navy has received 
a report dated February 3d, from 
Chief Naval Constructor Wilson, in 
regard to the singular behavior of 
several deck-beams, 
intended for 
cruiser No. 2—the Charleston—while 
being worked to shape. He says that 
iu order that no shadow of doubt 
shall exist as to the quality of the 
material incorporated in. tho hull of 
the ship, he considered it for the best 
interests of the government to have 
removed from the ship, the four 
beams referred to by Inspector of 
Construction Fernald, an his letter 
oí December 22, 1887,) as having 
failed in working, although welded 
and considered by him sufficiently 
strong, and otnera substituted. The 
failure of these four beams was cer­ 
tainly an unusual occurrence and at 
the present time is unaccountable, as 
the 
material stood all the regula­ 
tion tests previous to its receipt at the 
building yard. 
“ From 
va-ious 
tests 
that 
have 
been made,” Wilson says, 
and 
from the 
general behavior 
of other 
beams worked into the 
structure of the Charleston, 1 am con­ 
vinced that the steel used in her con­ 
struction is of excellent qaality. The 
probable cause of the apparent im­ 
portance given this matter was in al­ 
lowing the bgams to be incorporated 
into the ship after their failure. 
The 
reason why they failed is of a charac­ 
ter that I am unable to determine. 
The experiments carried on have 
fully demonstrated the necessity for 
annealing the beams, aod Constructor 
Fernald officially states that all the T 
bulb beams of steel should be an­ 
nealed, more especially those sub 
jected to the upward strain caused by 
the blast of heavy guns. I fully con­ 
cur in the opinions expressed by 
him.”

which the defendants have, by means 
of a dam, diverted a large portion of 
the water. As riparian owners the 
plaintiffs claim that they have the 
right to insist on a natural flow of 
water. 
The defendants, having nsed 
the water for five years, claimed that 
the statute of limitation barred any 
action against them, and this opinion 
was sustained by the lower court. 
The Supreme Court affirmed the de­ 
cision of the lower court, and decided 
in favor of the defendant corporation 
Similar suits against the People’s 
Ditch Company and the Emigrant 
Ditch Compauy were also decided in 
favor of the defendants.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 15.—The 
Fisheries Commissioners completed 
their labors to-day and the treaty was 
signed at 7 o’clock this evening. 
The treaty is signed by all six of 
the commissioners and is said to have 
tlieir full concurrence. It will be sent 
to the President to-morrow for trans­ 
mittal to the Senate. Before the treaty 
can take effect, it must have the rati­ 
fication of the Queen of Great Britain, 
the Dominion of 
Canada and the 
Province of Newfoundland, as also of 
the Senate of the United States. 
Al­ 
though the treaty will not at present 
be made public, it can be stated that 
it relates exclusively to the dispute 
concerning the fisheries of the North 
Atlantic coast, and does not include 
any provisions concerning the Behring 
sea trouble or commercial reciprocity. 
The treaty does not contemplate the 
admission of fish into the United 
States free of duty.

mission was granted. 
T^ie first w itness called In behalf of the 
defense was Dr. H. G. B ralnard who testified: 
I aran a practicing physician and have been 
for m any years. I have been counected 
w ith th e hospital for insane persons at In d e­ 
pendence, Iowa, for som eten years. I have 
mode insanity a special study. I m ade an 
exam ination of the defendant this m orning. 
1 was with him for about fifteen m inutes. 
Drs.‘Maynard, Oreen and Schultz were p re­ 
se n t 
From m y experiouce I w ould bay 
that it would lie alm ost impossible to judge 
o f the sanity of a person lu so short a limo. 
I know of m any cases where with cloee 
observation it took m any days to detect 
marked 
oases 
of 
insanity. One should 
know 
something of the 
antecedents of 
th e patien t From w hat 1 learned of the 
defeudant th is m orning, I am unable to say 
whether he is of unsonnd m ind, but I am 
not prepared to say he it sane. 
I found bis physical condition about n o r­ 
m al, thoarh pomibly a little em aciated in 
flesh.

I exam ined A nschlag’s head, and found a 
marked depression about th e size of a h alf­ 
dollar.

If it was caused by a 
blow or fall insanity m ight follow. U su­ 
ally insanity im m ediately follows from an 
injury, but often the insanity is brought on 
after years by th e pressure of some bone on 
the brain or o ther like cause. In san ity is 
supposed by m any to bo hereditary and 
transm itted from generation to generation. 
C ross-exam ination—I did not have sufli- 
cien t opportunity to give a decided opinion 
on th e d efendant’s lusanity.

I have baen engaged in tbe practice of 
m edicine, as a physician, for seven years. 
I have for som e tim e been connected with 
the hospital in this city. I have occasien- 
ally hed cases of insanity nnder m y care. 
1 made an exam ination of the defendant 
this morning, bnt, from the lim ited tim e, 1 
am unable to express an opinion as to his 
aanity. 1 noticed an indentation or depres­ 
sio n of the back part of the sknll but, as 1 
was unable to dlsoover a near, I could not 
m f whether It was caused by an accident or 
whether he was born so. 1 noticed, when 
w e wete m sk lnc the exam ination, a tw itch­ 
in g of the m uscles oí th e left shoulder, but 
whether it wee caused from cold I am un­ 
able to say. I conversed with the defendant 
in German, but I noticed nothing which 
would create a suspicion in m y m ind as to 
hie sanity. 
Cross-examination: Q.—Did you, in your 
interview, dieoover anything to cause yon

It provided that 
i f in th e trial of a crim in al cause a d oubt of 
th e san ity of th e defen d an t arose, th e judge 
S 
onld at on ce proceed to im pannel a ju ry 
Inquire into tbe condition of th e p riso n ­ 
er. The court d id not w ish to allow the 
cu estión raised to go to th e present Jury, as 
the whole trial w onld sim ply h av e to be 
gone over again. 
The attorneys for th e defense objected to 
sniMpltting th e question to a new ju ry . 
T heir defense was insanity, b u t they felt 
t i e fasts could not so thoroughly be gone 
into with a different ju ry .

The Lenten Season commenced yesterday, 
and services were held in the Catholic and 
Bpiacopal Churches. The following regula­ 
tions were inued by Bishop Mora of this 
dloeeee: 
“ The faithful who arc 21 years old, and 
are not exempt on account of luflrmity, 
hard labor or other grerious cause, are 
obliged to fast during Lent (8und*y ex­ 
cepted), on the Ember Days aud Vigils of 
the Feasts of Pentacost, of the Assumption 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, of all Saints aud 
Ch-tstmas. 
Fast consists in taking only one full meal 
during the day and abstwiuipg from flesh 
meat, eggs or food of, or prepared with 
milk. 
A light collation can be taken at night, 
which, however, cannot exceed one-fourth 
of a regular meal, nor can it be of sub­ 
stantial food. 
Fridays and Saturdays during the year are 
days of abstinence. 
By virtue of Indu _ 
Kee, those who are bound to 
lowed: 
1st. The use of flesh meats, eggs and food 
made of or prepared with milk on Sundays 
during Lent at all the meals; and at the 
irinclpal meal on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
buraaaysand Saturdays, except Sundays of 
Ember Days and the last Saturday of Lent; 
but they are cot allowed to use flesh meats 
and Ash at the same meal, even on Sun­ 
days. 
2d. The use of eggs and food made of or 
prepared with milk, in the principal meal, 
in all the days in which flesh meat is not 
permitted. 
3d. In the mo’nlng they arc allowed to 
take a morsel of bread with tea, coffee, 
chocolate or Blmilar drink. 
4th. When the principal meal cannot be 
taken at noon, the order csn be altered, tak 
iug the collation in the mo»ning aud the 
principal meal or dinner In the evening. 
5th. All, without distinction, are allowed 
to use food prepared with l«rdor fat. 
0th. Those whoareexompt from fasting 
are allowed to eat meat, eggs, etc., at all the 
meals. In the days in which their use is — 
mitted to those who are bound to fast, 
they are not allowed to use flesh meat aud 
flab at the samen cal. 
7th. All the faithful arc dispensed from 
abstinence on Saturdays except the Satur­ 
days which are fast-days. Those who avail 
themselves of the privilege contained in 
this number onght to perform some act of 
penance or give alms. 
8tb. The faithful who may be in doubt as 
to whether or not they are «.bilged to fast 
or abstai n ought to consult their pastor or 
director. 
Lent being a season of penance and 
prayer, we exhort the faithful to abstain 
from worldly amusements, to observe a 
holy sobriety and to give more time than 
usual to the hoiv exercise of prayer, either 
in common in the church. If possible, or at 
home. 
The pastors are directed to hold special 
devotions and give suitable instructions to 
the people on Sundays aud Wednesdays 
with benediction with the Blessed Sacra­ 
ment, aud od Fridays the Stations of the 
Croas.

Many sufferers are obliged to liu with the head very much elevated In order to sleep with 
some degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above the aolt 
palate, in the passage between the throat and head, adhering to the parts with gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgment embarrasses respiration nnd creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness In the affected locality, which gives rise toa constant aud almost irresistible 
desire to relieve the discomfort by drawing the mrn-na Into the throat eo as to reject ft by 
the mouth. This practice, popti arly known as ‘‘hawking,’’ ia characteristic ol Catarrh, 
and proves as embarrassing t.tbu one affected, as it is disagreeable to those orouud him. 
Again, the offensive matter hardens aud deposits itself on the membrane in tho 
shape of dry. hard concretions, which arc discharged by the way of the nostril* or throat 
iu lump6 or fragments of a deep green tint. In some rasca these incrustations accumu­ 
late to such an extent as to form a regular ping in the nose, which obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discomfort. 8o firmly do these incrustations p.dhere to the point 
of attachment that their removal usually requires the most violent efforts und not un- 
frequently they have to be torn from the membrane. Occasionally a Bolld coat of noto- 
ble size is expelled on which there are generally traces of blood, but In aome cases the 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of exact shape of the na-al cavity. This con­ 
dition ia indicative of ulceration, which. in time, may destroy the bony atructnr of the 
none and produce a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases arc occasionally met with iu which a thick, viscid, slimy accretion coats the 
mem brame of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench vftiich to 
really overpowering, and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmqsphcre of a whole room, 
and there are others in which all secretions of tho membrane are snspeudrd, causing an 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and feverlshnesa In the head ana nose—a condition 
popularly known aa “Dry Catarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air eavltles of the bones of the forehead and 
face, giving ribe to a distressing sensation of heavy weight or compression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between th* eyes, and to a feeling of full­ 
ness, heat, irritation, soreneBs or pain in the nostrils near the root of the nose, as well a*

The Lenten S«ason commenced yesterday, 
and serrlces were held in the Catholic and 
Episcopal Churches. The following regula­ 
tions were leaned by Bishop Mora of this 
diocese: 
“ The faithful who arc 21 yean old, and 
are not exempt on account of luflrmlty, 
hard labor or other grevious cause, are 
obliged to fast during Lent (8unday ex­ 
cepted), on the Ember Days aud Vigils of 
the Feasts of Pentacoat, of the Assumption 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, of all Saints and 
CIr latina*. 
Fast consists in taking only one full meal 
duriug the day aud abstaining from ficsb 
meat, eggs or food of, or prepared with 
milk. 
A light collation cau be taken at night, 
which, however, cannot exceed one-fourth 
of a regular meal, nor can it be of sub­ 
stantial food. 
Fridays and Saturdays during the year are 
days of abstinence. 
By virtue of Indultgranted by the Holy 
See,' those who are bou ml to fast are al­ 
lowed : 
1st. The use of llesh meats, eggs aud food 
made of or prepared with milk ou Sundays 
during Lent at all the me*Is; and at the 
Írincinal meal on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
hursasysand Saturdays, except Sundays of 
Ember Days and the last Saturday of Lent; 
but they are not allowed to use flesh meats 
and tisb at the same meal, even on Sun­ 
days. 
2d. The use of eggs and fond made of or 
prepared with milk, in the priucipal meal, 
iu all the days iu which flesh meat is not 
permitted. 
3d. In the mo’ning they arc allowed to 
take a morsel of bread with tea, coffee, 
kchocolate or similar drink. 
4th. When the principal meal cannot be 
taken at noon, the order can be altered, tak­ 
ing the collation in the morning aud the 
principal meal or dinner iu the evening. 
5th. All, without distinction, arc allowed 
to use food prepared with l«rd or fat. 
6th. Those who are exompt from fastiug 
are allowed to eat meat, eggs, etc., at all the 
meals, in the days in which their use is per­ 
mitted to those who are bound to fast, but 
they are not allowed to use flesh meat aud 
fiah at the same n cal. 
7th. All the faithful arc dispensed from 
abstinence on Saturdays except the Satur­ 
days which are fast-days. Those who avail 
themselves of the privilege contained in 
this number ought to perform some act of 
penance or give alms. 
8tb. The faithful who may be in doubt as 
to whether or not they are «.bilged to fast 
or abBtai \ ought to consult their pastor or 
director. 
Lent being a season of penance and 
prayer, we exhort the faithful to abstain 
from worldly amusements, to observe a 
holy sobriety and to give more time than 
usual to the holy exercise of prayer, either 
iu common In the church, if possible, or at 
home. 
The pastors are directed to hold special 
devotions and give suitable Instructions to 
the people on Sundays aud Wednesdays 
with benediction with the Blessed Sacra­ 
ment, aud oa Fridays the Statious of the 
Cross.

The term Catarrh iBappUcd to a peculiar disorder of tho nostrils and adjacent paits 
which prevails to an alarming extent, and is productive of very serious consequences.

Many sufferers are obliged to lio with the head very much elevated In order to sleep with 
somo degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid aud offensive phlegm collects behind and above the soft 
Salate, in the passage between the throat and head, adhering to the parts with gluish
